Information gathered from hunters, such as whats provided through hunter reports and black bear tooth 
submisions, s valuable ta support sustainable wife management and js another example ofthe strong 
relationship we have with hunters in Ontario. 

‘More broadly, direct information from hunters is essential to provide information about how these 
traditional activities enrich the lives of Ontarians and how people engage In these activites. 

By regularly surveying hunters, we track how perspectives of hunters change overtime, across wildlife 
species and amongst diferent areas ofthe province. 

For instance this past year a survey of moose hunters was used to understand the economic and socal 
benefits that moose hunting provides along with an opportunity for hunters to have their say about the 
ew points-based system for allocating resident moose tags. 

Insights from these voluntary hunter surveys complement mandatory hunter reporting data, where 
increases in hunter reporting response rates have, in some cases, directly contributed to more 
‘opportunities for Ontario hunters 

Through your ongoing co-operation in following Ontario's hunting regulations, we can continue to ensure 
future generations of Ontarians are able to take part this cherihed activity

Tagging Requirements 


Specific tagging instructions willbe provided with 
Your tag.

‘Consequences of Failing to Report 


‘Thanks to all hunters who submitted ther hunter 
report(s) ast year. Ths information is an important, 
part of wildlife management, and hunters play 

an important role. Hunters who fall to report wil 
receive 3 $25 surcharge that will automaticaly be 
‘plied tothe next draw or allocation application, 
licence or tag purchase for that species. The $25 
surcharge willbe applied for each report that 3 
sunter fais to submit f 3 hunter ais to submit 

2 hunter report on two consecutive occasions for 
the same species, they will be prevented from 
purchasing the relevant products) (eg. draw or 
allocation application, icence or tag) the following 
year. (Note: the ministry i currently reviewing 

thie policy and hunters wll nat be prevented from 
purchasing relevant products in 2024) 


Hunters who provide fase or misleading 
Information may be subject to penalties under 
the Fish and Wildlife Conservation Ac, 2997. 


Reporting Deadlines 


Generally, hunter reports must be submitted 
within 14 days flowing the end ofthe lat 
‘hunting season fo that species. Moose and black 
‘bear hunters who are required to submit their 
report toa moose tourist outfitter or black bear 
(operator must provide their report back to the 
‘outfitter or operator within 7 days ofthe clase of 
the season, More details on the requirements are 
provided on the next page 

All hunters ae encouraged to provide their report 
as soon as their hunting activites are completed 
However, hunters should not report unt they know 
they are done, and must ensure the information 
they provide is accurate, Timely submission of 
reports when 2 hunt is complete helps to ensure

(Chronic Wasting Disease isa progressive, fatal and 
Untreatable disease of the central nervous system 
in members ofthe deer family, or “cervids” (eg 
der, el, moose caribou). CWO isa similar cisease 
toscrapie in sheep, mad cow disease in cattle and 
Creutzfeld Jakob Dizease in humans. CWD has 
‘been detected in over 30 states and four Canacian| 
provinces. The disease can severely reduce cervid 
populations. With the help of hunters, the ministry 
has found na evidence that CWD is present in 
(Ontario's wildlife, but tis important tobe vigilant.

How CWD is Spread 


CWO is very contagious. It can be spread through 
the saliva, urine, faeces, and blood of infected 
animals, or by exposure to a contaminated 
environment. There is evidence that the abnormal 
prions that cause the disease may remain infectious 
inthe environment, such asin sel, fr years

‘The World Health Organization has said that 
there sno current scientific evidence that CWD 
can infect humans, However, trecammends that 
humans or animals should not eat meat or organs 
from CWD infected or sick appearing animal.

‘working ta minimize the threat posed by CWO and 
protect the significant benefits provided by cervid 
species in the province.

How to Extract Teeth

All 
falconers must have a valid Small ame Licence. A falcany licence i required to possess falconry birds. 
There are ather requirements both for falconry birds and for non-indigenous falconry birds (eg, leg bands, 
reporting). Fora complete list af all native falconry birds and non-indigenous falconry birds that can be 
sed for falconry in Ontario, goto ontari.ca/falconry.
